‘and was first earveyéd in 1801, and began to settle io 1802. ‘The settlement 
wai slow, priot th the year 1810; from that period, until the commencement 
oF the late war, in 1072, it'was a flourishing country town, and continued 50, 
‘until destroyed by a palty of British and Indians, inthe month of December, 
1813, at which time it may be said to have been depopulated. 

‘This seenis to have’ first brought the place into notoriety ; yet it nearly” 
shitbered, ints ashes, until After the lose of the war in 1815. ‘The inbabit- 
ants thén commenced Febuikling, notwithstanding they had jast been reduced 
from afftience ‘to indigebée and want, by the coaflagration, and with a Lope 
and expectation, that the Government of the United States would remunerate 
them in whole, or part, for Their losses; but being disuppointed in these ex- 
pectatlons, it completely paralized all kinds of business; a sdene of insolvency. 
‘ensued, more distressing, if possible, than even the destruotion of the village. 

Buffalo remained in much the same state, from that ‘time until the year 
1822, when it began to feel the inspiring and reviving influence of the pro- 
gress of the Grad Canal, which raised its drooping spirits, geve basiness 2 
fresh spring, and we may now very safely say, that there is not @ more flour- 
ishing village in any part of our country. And what gives it an additional 
start at this time, is the long expected remuneration, from the Gavernment of 
‘the United States, for losses sustained during the late War, which by an act of 
the last Congress, they are now enabled to realize, togetber with the revival 
of the Bank of Niagara, and thé establishment of an Insurance Office, with &

brewery, ove livery stable, eightstore houres, one custom bose, one reading 
room, one post office, one public library, one masonic hall, and one theatre, 

‘uated on lot no, 15; which has been conducted during the past year with a 
very considerable degree of ability. 

The public lings consist of a brich Court House, a very handsome de- 
signed building, but remains unfinished, situated upon an eminence on the 
cast side of North Onondaga street, fronting Cazenovia Avenue, and is on the 
‘most commoanding ground in tbe village.

‘The Market is as well supplied as most country villages, with every thing 
jn season and of a good quality, and itmay not be unworthy of remark that 


‘the value of wheat is not known here, poris there ever a bushel offered for 
sale; thio is undoubtedly occasioned by the want ofrnills, orstreamsto set them 
upon, there being none within = less distance than cleven miles. ‘There can 
be no hazard in saying, that surplus capital could not be better invested than 
jo thet of a Steam Grist Mill, nor would the establishment of any other facto- 
ny be of equal advantage to the community. 
| The Niogara Bank is a large and elegant brick building, eitnated on North 
‘@rondaga, between Swanand Eagle streets, 

‘The Buffalo Insurance Office is a large well finished three story brick 
building, on lot no 35, Willink Avenue. 
+ Aa Episcopal Chureb, built of wood, a good sized end well fished edifice, 
standing on lot no 42. » 

A Presbyterian Mesting House, avers commodious building, situated oh

‘There is one Young Ladies’ School, one Young Gentlemen's Academy, and 
four Common Schools. 

‘The lots nos. 108, 109, 111, and 112, are occupied for a burying ground.— 
‘The apace left blank in the planis Lands owned and reserved by Joseph Elli 
cot, Esq. 

There are five religious congregations, one Episcopalian, one Presbyterian, 
‘one Methodist, one Baptist and one Universsli 

‘Among the Societies and Institutions, there are five Religious, two Masonic, 
‘one Library, one Banking, and one Insurance. 

‘There are four weekly Newspapers, to wit: The Buffalo Patriot, established 
ie 1811; Tho Bufalo Journal, established in 1815; the Gospel Advorate, 
‘established in 1823; the Buffalo Emporium, established in 1824, 

‘Tax Ligar House is built of stone, and situated on a low eandy point, near 
the confluence of the waters of Buffalo Creek and Late Erie. The light is 
lovated abont thirty feet above the ordinary Lake level, but is of no great 
‘uve to mariners, ip consequence ef the smoke and mists of the village, settling 
long the margin of the waters, just about the elevation of the lantern, which 
almoct totally obscures the light; except when so near as to ses it beneath, » 
or at eo great adistance, that it may be seen over the vapor. 

[A private light is fixed at the pier head, for the use of the teu Boat, and 
when lighted, can be seen when that of the Light House remains in perfect 
obscurity, This evil requires a remedy. 

‘The Pier is built of wood and stone, commencing at the extremity of the 
sandy pointon which the Light Huse staus, extending in westerly direction 
into the Lake, eighty-four rods, and avgraging eighteen fect in width: it war 
‘uit in 1819-20 "aid 21, fr the porpass of preventing the accumulation of 
sands in the mouth of the Crock; and has so far answered the puspose, that 
‘hore bas been ap ubinterruptéd aud safe navigation ‘daring the seasons) for 
the lait three years, forany vessels that have navigated the Lake, and in any 
weather. 

‘The hoildings in the village are printipelly of wood, and not very compact, 
with the exception of Willink Avenue ; this treet is filed up, and is the most 
‘business part of the town. Vanstaphoret Avenue, is built upon much beyond 
the extent of the map accompanying this work, and is the principal street that 
is travelled, in passing from east to west. There are many excellent buildings 
a north and south Onondaga streets; and north and south Caynga and 
‘Tuscarora are equally wel) built upon, a are the streets running at right

angles, consisting of Croty, Seneca, Swan, Eagle, and Mohawk streets, and 
Stedoitshi, and Cazenovia Avenues, 

‘The streets leading along the creeks, (which have not yet been favored, 
evdn with a Dutch name) may be teen in the’Susier sedsop, to exhibit 
bustle and burry of business, not unlike @ seaport ; ‘and which always acvott 
panies thie tratisfer and reshipment of property, 

‘These streets are well built, with extensive and commodivtis waire-housés, 
and oapécious docks, where the shipping lies undisturbed, and in’ petfect 
safety. 

‘The shipping which betongs to this port, amounts to uprrards of on Vhoukand 
aud fifty tons; among which are one Steam Boat, ohe Hertnaphrodite Brig!) 
eight Schooneré, one Slobp; and four transportation boats, which avetuge 
over titenty-five tous each; anda Steam Ferry Boat, which will ommoenve 
running of the Ist of July next, between this place and Foit Erie; om is 
caleulated to make a daily trip to Chippewa, on the Cauada sldé, during the 
Present Summer. Besides, there are numerous other water craft, of smaller 

‘There are upwards of sixty sail of good substantia! and safe vessels, owned 
‘upon this Lake, forty-two of which, entered this port last season; and there 
Wore 288 arrivals, and an equal number of clearances. - 

In the month of March, 1803, the first mait wa received here, dnd teturned 
{o Canandaigua, on horseback ; and continued to He transported in thit man- 
Reh every two weeks, until about the year 1806. A weeltly route was thén 
established, and continued until about the year 1809 af 10; it was then 
changed to a stage waggon, hut was not very regubit, priot to thé “tater 
Year. It has mubsequently been carried semi-#reeltly, end ‘again three times 
‘® week; and fora number of years past, has been transported daily. 

‘There »re now iz different mail routes, leadiag tv and from this place, and 
‘twenty regular mailsare received and despatched every week, to wit: Seven 
(tothe east, via Canandaigua, carried in post ocaches; seven north, via Black 
Rooks, Niagara Falls, Lewiston, &c. carried ia post coaches; three west, via 
Erie, Ps. carried in post coaches ; one via Alden, to Moscow, on horseback ; 
‘ene via Aurora atid Wales, to Moscow, in a stage wagon} ohe vie Hamburg 
to Olean, on horseback; and a sail Yecsived and returned by avery trip of 
the Steam Boat Superior.

‘There are nine regular lines of Stages arriving and leavinghere every day ; 
three to the east, three tothe north, ‘and a morning and evening line to Black

‘Besides these daily conveyances, there is ‘gn extensive livery stable, where 
every Lind of vehicle can be obtained, tbat are usually kept at such egtablish- 
ments. : 

"There is also the eteam brig Superior, of $46 tons burthen, whase gecornmo- 
dlatiopa have not beon surpassed, making a trip to Detroit, a distanceof nearly 
three bupdred miles, every eight or nine daya; and it ia rare thet aday paases 
uring the seagon without the arrivator departure of ome of the lake tig 
‘which generally have very good accomadations for passengers, and are 
found. ‘ 

‘Pho Lodidn reservation is situated eaut of this village about two ijles, and

‘vantages are commanding; ithas a fine climate, a rich adjacent country, and 

it may be well said tobe ibe Key of the Western Lakes, which open to our 
" artificial rivers the growing commerce of that vast region of country, border- 
ing south and west, upon the most extensive inland seas on the globe. 

To enter minutely into calculation of the probable extent of this com- 
meres, at the expiration of twenty or forty years, would exceed the limits 
prescribed by a work intended merely as a brief bint at its fature greatness, 
if, indeed, it were ponible to arrive at a satisfactory result, When we con- 
template the progress of the settlements in Obio, the western parts of Penn- 
sylvania and New-York, for the last twenty years; when we view the daily 
increasing current of emigration; the immense prostration of the forests, 
yielding to the industry of the busbandman ; the bardihood and intelligence of 
those who are making the “ wilderness blossom ;” we can hardly limit the 
imagination to the extent of the wealth and population which will ultimately 
be comprehended within those vastly fertile regions. But that their surplus 
products will be wafted to this place, and bartered for other commodities, or 
reshipped on board Canal Boats, for an eastern market, there can be nodoubt ; 
and there can ke as little doubt, that upon the extent and the profits of this 
commerce, is based the future prosperity and opulence of this village. 

tis less than twenty-five years since this place presented to the view of 
man, single trace of civilization. In 1813, a8 hus been before observed, it 
was totally destroyed by the enemy, and it is very evident that this indisorim- 
inate destruction was unavoidably succeeded by pecuniary embarrassments 


peculiarly distressing Under these circumstances it can be hardly necessary to, 


cadd,that its growth bos been ratarded by the poverty and distress of its anflering 
jpbabitants. But for the last three years there has been a flattering increase 
of population, and not less flattering is the general industry and perseverance 
‘with which their several vocations are pursued. 

‘The village was first surveyed, and the first sales oflots made by the ex- 
agent of the Holland Land Company, and by him and others employed in the 
office, the mast eligible situations for business were engrossed, and will not 


‘probably be sold or but partially improved during the life time of its present 


owners. This is a serious impediment to its growth, and one which there is too 
much reason to apprehend will not be readily removed. 

‘The doubts existing in relation to the place of the termination of the canal, or 
‘tatherits connection with the Niagara river, have unquestionably retarded the 
tnoreate of the village,but not to anyconsiderable extent: without toaching upon 


- as unfortunately as has been predicted by those who condemned it st 


the merits of ls unpeataat ceantroversy, there is toate metal in the opla- 
jon that no injury will reault from the course pursued by the present canal beard. 
Should inconveniencies arise, the legislature will certainly remor' pias 
Every thing relating to the Canal and Lake navigation at this place 
in the grasp of individnall enterprise. Should the present works aaa 
com 
mencement, the disasters resulting therefrom will no doubt be promptly re- 
lioved by the pablic. It would present to the state a case of such magnitude, 
that neither local partialities, political prepossessions, private interests, nor 
‘personal animosities, ‘would be lilrely ever to turn the ears of the representa~ 
tives of the people, from the calls ofjustice, or to close their eyea upon the de- 
monstrations of experience; nor permit the delay of the completion of work,
